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Hough never condemned by any fudge in 
this tranſitory world, yet no man can limit 
himſelf his ſojourning here, from the 


learcher of all hearts and the Judge of Eter- 
nal Glory ; but mult ſtand as vigilant and awful not to 
offend his Creator and Redeemer, as if he were to paſs 
into another World in the twinkling of an Eye. Where- 
fore I hope thar all true hearts will conſider how I hope 
for Salvation as well as a dying man : So that I expe& 
upon the Faith of a Chriſtian, they will give credit unto 
the true conviftion of the fublequent Aſertions of 
Dr. Plunkett. 

1. That the Witneſſes were only deſigned for his Life. To 
that] anfwer, That the Witneſſes were not deſigned for 
his life, nor covetous of his blood, well knowing that 
blood muſt be required for blood, if unjuſtly taken ; 
bur were only zealous to diſcharge themſelves of their 
bounden'duty'to their Ditead Sovereign, his Sacred Ma- 
jeſty: 2: That he was accuſed in us hf of Treaſon and 
Pranunre. Which in my judgement he ſhould have ſty- 
led High-Treafon, and that the grandeſt of any yet ima- 
ginable. 3. That there be was Arraigned and braught to his 
Tryal. A very finehyſteron proteron, but if once quitted 
never arraigned for the ſelf and the fame fat. 4. That 
the Proſecutors, men of flagitious and infamous lives ( as he 
pleated to term them ) -ualantarily abſented themſelves. 
Wherein the Wirneſles {though not flagitious, ſuch of 
chem as I know ) are much to be commended ; for ha- 
ving firſt ſtated the cale with the Judges, what danger 
it was (leſt the King ſhould ger the flip) to have the 
Traycor tryed ghere, where inevitably he muſt.needs be 
tryed by this.own Confederates for the moſt pare, who 
would foqner hang.the Judges than him; thowands both 
af Clergy and Lay-men having flocked thicher and 
thergabougs, expeRing Ny W— ; the Judges were ex- 
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cecding well pleaſed to paſs the Tryal till turcher courſe 
were taken. Farther pretending, That then at the Aſ- 
jizes of Dundalke he had Records and Wimefſes who would 
evidently convince the Kimos Win:ſſes, clearly ſhew: his innocen- 
cy, and their wickedneſs. "The nature of thoſe Records he 
ipCaxs of I do not underſtand ; Witnefles I know he had 
ro0 many, whoſe intereſt it was as much ro defend him 
a5 to ranſome their own lives art the higheſt rate imagi- 
nable. What benefit he could reap by thoſe Records 
[ cannot conceive, unlels they could make our his bei 

before then tryed for the faid ſeveral attions of High- 
Treaſon laid to his charge, which was impoſſible for the 
{1id Records to do. Further complaining, That the Jury 
here did not know him, nor the quality of the Accuſers. The 
firſt fell out well for him, bur the latter ill for his Accu- 
fers: for, were the Jury and al! other well-wiſhers of 
his Majeſty, bur acquainted with the rea! finceriry of the 
chiefeſt of thoſe Witneſles, their preſent and future dan- 
ger would: be raken into better care, and their neceſſary 
want would be better ſupplied ; but had they known 
Plunkett, they would fide with him' as the Jury in Tre- 
land ; but would have ordered ( if poſſible) his never 
dying and endlels tortures, to be fo preſeryed as an exam- 
ple to all ambitious Uſurpers, and baſe-born aſpirers. 
Further complaining, That by reaſon of the: #ncertainty of 
the Seas, and the difficulty of getting Copies of Records, bis Wit- 


neſſes could not attain to-him in time. 


[ pray, good Souls, obſerve the prevarication of that 
Speech, in one place afhrming, He had the ſaid Records in 
Dundalke aforeſaid, about a twelvemonth ago. In another 
place ſaying, He had them ſtill to get. 1 aflure you, if 
there were any ſuch uſeful Records as he pretended, he 
wanted nor friends enough to: take ther! out all- this 
while : As for his Witneſſes who may be juſtly called the 
Aagitious and infamous rather than the Kings Wirneſles ; 
a parcel of them-being moſt Notorious and Trayterous 
Rebels, were gathered together -co Dublin, where' nor 
getting the Kings ſafe condu&t, as they: were promiſed 
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by Plunkett's Solicitors, they all difperſed to their ſeveral 


refuges, excepting a matter of four of them that came 
to this City ; who, had they bur arrived in ſeafon, their 
only evidence would have caſt him. - As for his Tranſ- 
marine Tranſactions, and his writing of Letters to Fe- 
reign Princes for'{ending of forces to inyade Ireland, I can 
ſay nothing- to them but by hear-fay, therefore will 
leave them to be. treated of by them who know beſt ; 
only this | will infer, that in Court, which is a thing ap- 
parently known to the whole aſſembly, hedid not much 
deny his Letter to that effe&t produced by Mr. Moyre, 
though in his {aid Speech he ſtands on ſtrong negariyes. 
His Domeſtick aCtions and contrivances I can relate, 
whereof I willgive ſome ſhort account in their places. 
Further vowing in his ſaid Speech, That he never ſent Agent 
or Azents to Rome about ay Civil or Temporal affairs, Ha- 
ving confefled before the face of the Court that eve- 
ry Kingdom , State, . and other Promontories of the 
Roman Catholick Religion, are ſtraitly bound to 
keep an Agear' there continually. And did only deny, 
Thar the faid Agents yearly means did not exceed 50 !. 
which was contrary to the Statutes produced by Mr. Moy- 
er, under Plunkett's own hand, and confeſſed by him 
to be his own hand-writing; wherein-was enaQted, Thar 
the {aid Agent be fi Ma in Rome by the yearly mainte- 
nance of 5 ool. Sterling : Grant it were 501. judge if 50l. 
would maintain yearly fuch a Sollicitor. Which [werving 
from his confeſſion in Court, are ſtrong arguments to 
animadvert his ſaid whole Speech to be moſt falſe and un- 
true, for qui Delmquut in uno, Delinquit in toto. But here Plun- 
kett's Evaſion is to be noted, proteſting, That he did not 
ſend an Agent about any Civil or Temporal affairs; Meaning 
the affairs not to be Civil, as relating to Military, be- 
cauſe intended for Rebellion and Maflacre ; nor to be 
Temporal, being intended for Spiritual matters, as ad 

propagandam fidem, &C. 
So that Mr. Moyer hath not fwore falfe, as Plunket? 
lays, but moſt true. Further afſerting, That be. did not 
B write 
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write to Cardinal Bullion, or any ef the French Kings Mmiſtcrs, 
neither did any who were m that Court ever write to him direfly 
or indireetly of any Plot or Confpiracy. Meaning that ic was 
neither Plot nor Conſpiracy to reduce that Kingdom un- 
der their prerogative, as of antient right belonging to 
them, which is an indifputable opinion of the major part 
of that Land. That he never employed Captain Con-O-Neill 
ta the French Kin# or any of his Mmniſters, that he never wrote 
to him, nor ever received Letters from hm, and that he never 
ſaw him but once, and ſpoke not ten words to him. In this I 
pray let felf-realon convince the ſtupid : Suppoſe that 
Captain Con-0-Neill,the fon of General Owen-0-Neil, being 
the beſt warriour, the chiefeft Head-piece, and folexing- 
leader of all the Þiſþ ; and the ſaid Captain himlelf being 
a ſtout Souldier, a great Courtier, and a TI rayeller, newly 
come out of France in the Equipage of a noble Peer of Irc- 
{md, meeting as it were but by meer accident,the Irifh Pri- 
mate and Metropolitan in the'Convent of the Franciſcan 
Fryers of Armagh,. judge whether it be credible but more 
than ten words fhould paſs between them, being toge- 
ther 48 hours, concerning their very travels in Foreign 
Countreys : But if met of ſet purpoſe, as it was, to {et- 
tle the Concluſion of that horrid and deteſted Conſpira- 
cy, I hope that then] need not invite you to judge jmm- 
partially. Plunkett adding further, As for Captain Neill's 
being in Charlemount or Dungannon, I never ſaw him 
them Towns, nor ever knew of his being in thoſe places, | pray, 
good Reader, mark theſe Proteſtatiogs of a dying man 
and a worthy Prelate, the f{ajd Convent where he and 
Captain Nell had an Intermedium, being within four 
miles of either of thoſe Forts, and Plunkett never knew 
of his being in thoſe places. "Tis to be obſerved, that 
Plunkett was not charged to have been within thofe very 
Forts with Captain Neil, for it was determined that Bi- 
ſhop Terret, the {aid: Captain Neil's Brother, John-O-Neit 
Guardian of the faid Convent, Patrick-O-Donnelly Prieſt, 
and others, ſhould: repair to view the Scituation and 
Fortifications. of thoſe Forts. To ſpend no time idle, 
$ : | Captain 
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Captaii Neil and Plunkett betook themſelves a contrary 
way : Terre!, witn the relt of the "Truſtees, having dil- 
charged their truſt, returned back to the ſaid Convent 
the very lame day. .Ihope all true hearts will imparti- 
ally judge whether the Depoſitions of Mr. Moyre as eye- 
wicnels of thele paſſages be not moſt true ornot. Fur- 
ther proteiting, T hat he never levied any money for a Plot or 
Conſpiracy, nor ever received any from the Clergy upon that ac- 
cont. Meaning thereby as before mentioned, that in 
rheir opinion it was neither Plot nor Conſpiracy, to 
bring that Countrey into their ſecond fubjeftion. I pray 
conſtrue his meaning,and equivocal expreſſions, and fee if 
the Depolitions of Mr. Duffy and Mr. Ma-Clave,(the former 
(crving as Cufate to a certain Pariſh Prieſt,. colle&ing 
and paying Vice-Paſtors the Subſidy-Charge impoſed on 
the Pariſh of Faghort in the County of Lowth in Ircland, 
che other Vicar of the Pariſh of Aghen-mallen, ſatisfying 
his divident proportion.) be not true and nor falſe, as he 
{ays. Further ſaying, That le never received ought from any 
Clergy-man m Ireland but what was due to him by ancient cuſlom 
for maintenance, and what his predeceſſ or's theſe hundred years paſt, 
received ; nay, that he received leſs than many of them. To 
which I anſwer, that by no way lefs ; For firſt, he was 
{0 penurious greedy, that leſs than his due by one farthing 
would not fatishe him. Secondly , his Symony and 
compulſive bribes did far exceed the maintenance of 
his predeceſſors, for thatall his Laws were grounded on 
this only Maxime, The weightieſt Purſe the beſt and 
largeſt Pariſh: Andalthough ar his firſt intruding to the. 
management of his Primacy, the Clergy and Layerty of 
thar Countrey were very tractable, yet within ſhort time 
he had ſo hood-winked them, that he ſer all the Clergy 
by the ears, and reduced all into the Chaos antiquum, that 
the weakeſt was forced to appeal to Secular Backs, which 
bred ſuch a Diflention and hoſtility amongſt his Maje- 
ſties Subjefts, that it grew art laſt unto the temerity of a 
Pellum civile, or a Civil Broil. None was capable of ei- 
ther Dignity or Pariſh under him, unleſs that in annuatim, 
he was able to purchaſe it at one twelyemonths annuity ; 
B 2 nor 
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nor was that Patent of any longer. ſtanding than till ſuch 
time as another Dignitary or Prebendary came and ad 
vanced the ſaid annuity, then immediately was drawn 
for him a Leaſe of Eje&tment, without any Clauſe of 
the leaſt ſavings for the Defendant : All the fatisfaCtory 
remedy he could ger, was, to be told, "That Plunkett can- 
not be a {lave to his word ; which word lies or ſevera] 
Records im perpetunm in Treland, Indoried by many an ho- 
neſt and, learned man of the Romiſh Clergy, by him 
through inexplicable Symony utterly deprived, where- 
of was Dr. Fitzſymon, Dr. Hinzatty, after taking from him 
(upon great promiſes to inſtal him Vicar-General of the 
Dioceſs of Clogher ) the fumm of ſixty pieces of Gold, 
Dr. Roman Magm, Dean Mac-Collm, Dean Kelly, and ma- 
ny more of the very {cleft and choiceſt of that Church. 
So incomprehenitble was the Symony of this worthy Pa- 
eriarch, However, 'tis true, it were poſſible he might 
dye a true penitent, yet you have hardly obſerved any 
any man that lived and continued a Traytor, ever dying 
without a Lye in his mouth. Further denying, To ha)e 
cauſed a Liſt to be drawn of the Inhabitants of every reſpeive 
Pariſh from the age of ſixteen to ſixty, for to raiſe an Army, or 
at leaſt to have them m a readineſs agamſt the landing of the French 
Army ; noy to have levied any Subſidies to ſupport them. Where- 
25 1 my ſelf have ſeen and peruſed many of his Mandates, 
both for making the aforeſaid Liſts, and levying the mo- 
ney: Nay I have ſeen a very conſiderable ſumm of the 
money {o collected, his ſaid Mandates are {till exrant to 
be produced. Patrick Darge-O-Donnelly Pariſh Prieſt of 
Donaghmore in the County of Tyrone, brought in of his 
collection in July laſt, of the Plot-money, the fumm of 
nineſcore and ten pounds; I have ſeen the money in the 
Town of Caſtle-Blayne. There are further ſpecial proofs 
that were by when he paid it to Plunkett in Dundalke, 'at 
the 'Aſſizes then held there, where he doth moſt falſe- 
ly alledge to have received his Tryal. Which confirms 
that the Depoſirions of Mr. Moyre are moſt true ; and 
that he, Mr. Duffy and Mr. Ma-Clave ſwore moſt 
crue, and not falſe, as Plunkett ſets out in his Speech. 
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Further denying his ſurrounding the Sea-Ports, Forts, and Ha- 
vens of trel/and, and that he' was never at Carlingford but once, 
not ſtaying in it above half an hour, nor that Mr. Duffy was 
in his Company , --I anſwer that his Aſertion is falſly ground- 
ed, for he was only taxed for to have ſurrounded the Sea- 
Ports, Forts, and Havens'of the North of 1re/and, only which 
cannot unlefs Tropice comprehended all reland, whereof if few 
left unſurroynded, he fent others to view, I likewiſe anſwer, 
that he was more than once in Carlingford, and above half an 
hour , and that Def was in his company there, and from 
thence to the Houſe of one Mr. Brian» Murphy in Cooly, from 
whence again walking together with D«ffy, Murphy and Terence, 
Murphy a Secular Prieſt to take. the proſpe& of Sea and Land ; 
they chanced to paſs by an old ruinated Church, where the 
{aid Brian Murphy took occaſion to tell Planket, that certain 
old peofile Natives of that place could prove, that in their

& aJvdden reſtoration of them. ---In order to his will it 
was fo cloſely. followed and carryed on þy Murphy, that the 
place enjoyeth not the. former immuaity. 


I ſuppoſe the teſtimony of the reſt of the company to be 
of ſufficicney to prove that Puffy was in his Company, and 
hath not - (wore. falſe as Plunket in his faid Speech alledgeth. 
Further, 'Thope you will obſerve, if it was poſsible for a Prelate 
of his calling to have dined in one Houſe, and in another to 
have drunk his ſhare of ten Bottles of Wine, and all that in half an 
Houres time , -- As for the reſt of the Forts and Sea-Ports,which 
he viewed or ſent others to view them, and denyeth his ſodoiog, 
I would have, the Reader underſtand this to be his Evaſion 
that there is hardly evera City, Fort or Town Corporate in Jre- 
land,but takes its Denominatioa from either a Fort, Ford,Rock, 
Mount or ſome orher particular ſpot of ground, notified in that 
place, bsfore the building vr planting of a City or Towa there, 
as Dablin, which takes its Denomination by Autheatick 1ri 
Preſidents, from a Bridge made of wattle hyrdles, to} drive 0- 
ver the Lyfiz water, the Sheep of a certain rich man by name 
Atherne, then Inhabitant there z Drogheda from the like {ubjeR, 
Carrickferaus from a ſteepy Rock whereon the Caſtle js Built 
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and Fergrs called the firſt King of Scors, the founder of that 
Caſtle, tor the 1riſþ word Carrick, ſigniheth in Engliſh a ſteepy 
Rock, Liſins Garvy from a Fort cc. 


pole, I leave the world to Judge. -- Further aſſerting that he 
was never at any meeting of zoo Gentlemen, in aty the Coun- 
ties of Ardmagh, Monaghan, or Cavan, which negative would 
extend to an admiration of the truth, were as well known 
here as 1n Jrel/and, Whereas he kept his Provincial Counſels in 
them Counties, yet: his wily Evaſions are to be. notified , 
meaning that all the 77; Gentlemen in that Province are de- 
generated, as not poſleſſed of any preſent Eſtates gx Patrimo- 
nies; yet for his life he would fay, but that he was, at an. A(- 
ſembly of 300 1 Gentlemen by Extraction, | b: 
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Further adding -in his ſaid Speech, and *tis well kfbwn,that 
there are not even in all the Province of #/ſter 3 'Roman 
Catholicks who had Eſtates, or loſt Eſtates by the Tate Rebel- 
lion , which is a __y abominable and unpardonable Lye, 
as evidently indiſputable as the Sun fits in its Continents, 
But Gentle Reader, to ſatisfie your mind further, of the late 
Horrid intended Conſpiracy, you ſhall underſtand, that thoſe
